E. Benton, attorfiey -for the Na-

The testimony precipitated sharp 
exchanges between the witness and 
several membcrs of the committee, 
which is holding hearings on the 
Couzens bill to provide Federal reg- 
ulation'of communications com- 
panies. 


Benton asserted the committee's |_ 


questions gave the “implication” 
that the Commissioners’ Associa- 
tion expenses were paid “improp- 
erly” and that he “resented” it. 

A series of heated retorts, fol- 
lowed. Senator Wheeler, (Dem.) 
Montana, asked whether the As- 
sociation’s ‘convention ' expenses 
were paid by Utilities Company As- 
sociations. 

Benton said the Utilities Associa- 
tions had provided “entertainment” 
in convention cities, but asserted 
he did not know how large was the 
deficit made up by the purchase 
of his association’s reports. , 

Senators Howell, (Rep.) Nebras- 
ka, and Dill, (Dem.), Washington, 
joined in questioning the witness. 
and Chairman Couzens counseled 
him not to get “heated up.” 

“I am not heated up,” Benton 
replied. 

“No Desire to Discredit.” 

Senator Wheeler said he had “no 
intention of discrediting” and that 
when he asked the question, “he 
thought Benton, might be glad to 
testify it was not'a Pact that the 
Commissioners’ Association had 
received the money frem the Utili- 
ties Association. , 

“I am surprised,” Benton told 
the committee, “that you men who 
serve the States should make the 
implication that we who serve the 
people have had our expenses paid 
‘improperly.’ " 

“You needn't be surprised,” put 
in Wheeler, “when you let your 
secretary accept money from the 
Utilities Association.” 

The witness responded that his 
association's actions called for “no 
apologies.” 

“There is an old saying,” Sena- 
tor Wheeler came back, “that if 
the shoe fits, put it on.”

On behalf of the national asso- 
ciation, Benton said the commis- 
sioners “recognize the necessity for 
@ permanent commission” to regu- 
late radio facilities, but argued the 
bill would not affect cable com- 
panies because they did not en- 
gage in intrastate business. 

Regulation of telephone and tele- 
graph companies, however, Benton 
insisted, should be left with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission.

Figures made public yesterday 
by the Internal Revenue Bureau 
also showed that the total income 
tax for the 1929 calendar year was 
$2,502,805,758. Miscellaneous taxes 
for the same period amounted to 
$625,513,602. In the calendar year 
1929, individuals contributed $1,- 
238,132,324 and corporations paid 
$1,264,673,434 into the Treasury, nn 
increase of $333,388,528 over the' 
previous year. \ 

New York ._Heads Last. 
New York State, as in the past, 
showed the greatest amount of 
taxes in the 1929 caleti@ar year. 
That State paid $374,886,443 in cor- 
poration taxes, an increase of ap- 
proximately $51,803,000 over the 
previous year, $477.535,82¢ in in- 
dividual income taxes, an increase 
of 9$447,195,000, and a total :of 
$852,422,267, or .$198,993,642 more 
than in the previous year. The 
State also returned $106,829,509 in 
miscellaneous taxes, an increase of 
$1,160,000 over the 12 months of 
1928. : 

New York also led during the 
first six months of the 1930 fiscal 
year~ despite the collapse of the 
stock market, with a total of $413,- j 
850,975 in corporation and indi- 
vidual income tax, an increase of 
$107,640,470 over the _ first six 
months of the previous year. Cor- 
porations contributed $193,730,916, 
an increase of $38,102,151 over the 
first half of.the previous year. In- 
dividuals paid $220,119,959, or $69,- 
538,319 .~more than in the same 
period of the 1929 fiscal year. 

North Carolina and Illinois con- 
tinued to lead Pennsylvania in pro- 
ducing more revenue. North Car- 
Olina paid $266,089,533 revenue tax 
in the calendar year 1929, an in- 
crease of $70.552.494 over the pre- 
vious year, while Illinois returned 
$259,183,682, aw increase of $24,- 
225,550 over the previous year. 

Tobacco Tax. 

Most of North Carolina’s revenye 
was received from tobacco taxes, 
a total of $246,935,444 miscellan- 
eous tax being collected in that 
State. Illinois reported $236,986,- 
918 from income tax, an increase of 
$33,000,000 from that source over 
the previous year. 

The total tax paid in Missouri 
in 1929 was $65,116,598, and the 
income tax for the first six:months 
of the present fiscal year totaled 
$24,304,837. 

Pennsylvania was fourth on the 
list, returning a total of $237,977.- 
687 for the 1929 calendar year, 
an increase of $5,500,000 over the 
previous year. That State turned 
in $130,270,953 in income taxes, an 
increase of approximately $16,800,- 
000 over the 1928 calendar year. 

North Dakota and South Dakota | 
returned the smaliest amount of 
tax to the Government in the 
1929 calendar year, the former re- 
porting $676,811, while South Da- 
kota returned $848,952.

DECEPTION ISLAND, Antarcti- 
ca, Feb. 5 (via KUP, San Francis- 
co wireless station).—The Antarc- 
tic has drawn a mysterious curtain 
of silence about Capt. Sir Hubert 
Wilkins. 

For seven days, both day and 
night, we have been striving to get 
in touch with the S. 8. William 
Scoresby without success. Today 
we tried vainly for seven hours 
to get word to or from the ship. 

The Scoresby, with Capt. Wilkins 
and his entire personnel aboard, 
is somewhere in the vast sea of 
broken ice to the south of us 
searching for a runway for. the 
take-off of the proposed Ross Sea 


flight across the Polar cap. 


We are unable to account for 
the sudden, mysterious silence. The 
Scoresby is equipped with a short 
wave radio set and should have no 
trouble in communicating with 
us. We have even tried using long 
wave lengths in the hope that they 
will hear our signals. 


We are worried because we can’t 
imagine a radio breakdown which 
would keep their set in silence this 
long. It seems improbable that it 
could not have been repaired if a 
breakdown occurred. 

The weather has been temperate, 
fortunately, although we cannot be 
certain that the Scoresby did not 
encounter rough going to the south 
of Deception Island. Then there 
is the moving ice to contend with. 

We have doubled our watches 
and are endeavoring constantly to 
“reach” the Scoresby. 

Wilkins is accompanied by Al 
Cheesman, the pilot, who was at 
the controls on their recent flight 
of “iscovery over Chareot Island, 
Parker Cramer and Orval Porter.

“Mr. Beasley is a well-known lob- 
byist before Congress. The Ala-

Ss. S DISCOVERY, Antarctica, 
Feb. 3. (By radio via London.) 
(Delayed.)—The perfect weather 
of January came to a sudden end 
when the barometer fell an inch 
without warning on Jan, 25. A se- 
vere northeast gale followed, cou- 
tinuing for three days. Since then 


we have had gradual improvement. 

The Discovery has already de- 
pleted its coal reserves seriously, 
drawn upon in weathering the 
gale. No recourse now remains 
retreat to Kerguelen Island, 
where our bunkers can be replicn- 

ished. 

The season will doubtless be .0oo 
late to make further serious ex- 
| ploration within the pack ice be- 
At this stage. 
however, it may be well to sum- 
inarize the work already accoi- 
plished. 

By ship and airplane, the coast 
(line of Antarctica extending lLe- 
tween 44 and 66 degrees east lonz- 
itude, has been outlined. This in- 
cludes Enderby Land and the new- 
ly-discovered, newly-named, Mac- 
| Robertson Land. 

The continental margin, also, 
has been roughly indicated by 
soundings throughout much of the 
region intervening between 66 and 
90 degrees east longitude. 

Ice Cliffs Along Coast. 

The stretch of coast examined is 
for the most part outlined by ice 
cliffs ranging from 60 to 150 feet 
in height, which constitutes the 
seaboard face, and by a great ice 
sheet capping and covering froin 
view the major portion of the 
rocky land itself. From the coast 
inland, this ice sheet rises every- 
where rapidly to an elevation of 
several thousand feet. Tonguc- 
like prolongations of the land ice 
were noted continuing far out into 
the water as floating extensions. 

The ubiquitous ice cliffs only 
rarely are relieved by short rocky 
outcroppings., 

The islets off the shore are iess 
common than usual along the 
Antarctica coag#ts, but are well ex- 
emplified at Proclamation Harbor 
where about 8305 are crowded to- 
gether in a small area. 

Mountain Ranges Charted. 

The nunataks and rocky ranges 
rising above the general ice flood 
are conspicuously abundant, more 
so than is the case in King George, 
Adelie, Wilkes or Queen Mary 
Lands. In this respect, our present 
area is more akin to Graham 
Land or Victoria Land, though 
it is actually topographically dis- 
tinct from either. ‘ 

Several definite mountain 
ranges have been roughly charted, 
the principal one of which was 
named Scott range. in memory of 
the one who contributed so much 
to the elucidation of the Antarctic. 

About 200 peaks, reaching eleva 
tions as great as 7000 feet, have 
been observed.

The 
measure cargies out the recommen- 
dations of the ‘National Law En- 
forcement Commission and was re- 
ferred by Speaker Longworth to the 
House Judiciary Committee. The 
bill would make padlock. proceed- 
ings permissible if any person sub- 
stituting for the owner was selling 
liquor. 

Representative Cramton (Rep.), 
Michigan, introduced into the Con- 
gressional record a letter from 
Prohibition Commissioner Doran, 
which declared that shouid non- 
poisonous denaturants be substi- 
tuted in industrial alcohol instead 
of wood alcohol millions of gal- 
lons would be diverted for bever- 
age purposes. The use of non- 
poisonous denaturants has been 
proposed in a bill by Represenra- 
tive Sirovich (Dem.), New York. 

“The Government.” Doran wrote, 
in denying charges made by Sero- 
vich on the floor, “is not using acy 
denaturant in sufficient quantities 
to be fatal if any one through ig- 
norance or otherwise should vuse 
denatured alcohol as a »%everage.” 

Representative Linthicum an- 
nounced the wet bioc would sup- 
port seven resolutions now before 
the Judiciary Committee for the 
repeal and modification of the 
eighteenth amendment. “The only 
solution,” he said, “is Government 
control. However, we do not de- 
sire to give the Federal Govern- 
ment power to open dispensaries in 
states and . political subdivisions 
where they are rot wanted.”

Journal says a Government bill 
providing for establishment of a 
national broadcasting system has 
been drafted and would be intro- 
duced in the House of Commons 
early in the session. 

The bill, the Journal says, would 
provide for construction of seven 
50,000-watt broadcasting stations 
across Canada. One station would 
be established for the three mari- 
time provinces—New Brunswick. 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward 
Island—and one in each of the 
other six provinces. The initial cost 
was estimated at $3,000,000, with 
a yearly operating cost of $12,500,- 
000. 

The bill follows closely the rec- 
ommendations for nationalization 
of the radio framed by the Air 
Commission, the Journal says. 

One private broadcasting station 
would be acquired in each province 
under the terms of the bill, to oper- 
ate until the new Government sta- 
tions are built, when all private 
stations would be closd@i. 

Revenue would be derived from 
advertising, time rental and Gov- 
ernment subsidy. The cost of a 
license for a receiving set would be 
raised from $1 to $3.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 5.—An at- 
tempt was made on the life of 
Pascual Ortiz Rubio while he was 
leaving the National Palace this 
afternoon after his inauguration 
as President of Mexico. A young 
man dressed in black fired six 
shots. 

The man fired as Ortiz Rubio’s 
car was leaving the palace .after 
he had sworn in the Cabinet. The 
President’s car continued, pre- 
sumably to Ortiz Rubio’s home. 
The gunman was captured and 
taken inside the palace, but re- 
fused to disclose his identity.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 5.—Stress- 
ing the “particularly good rela- 
tions’’ existing between Mexico and 
the United States, and pledging his 
government to five years of hard 
work in the interest of the com- 
mon people, Pascual Qrtiz Rubio 
took office today as President of 
Mexico.

Retiring and incoming Presi- 
dents passed from the National Pal- 
ace through lanes of troops into 
the gates of the stadium, cavalry 
detachments in dress uniforms act- 
ing as escorts.

MR. HOOVER AND HAITI 

Less than two months ago, when five Haytians were 
killed and 20 wounded in a clash with our Marines, 
Mr. Hoover declared his determination to withdraw 
our armed forces from Haiti. At a time when it was 
feared that he had forgotten about it the President 
reiterates this determination to end our armed oceu- 
pation of Haiti. The country will applaud him for 
sticking to it. 

Meanwhile, the Hotise has passed a Senate resolu- 
Aion appropriating $50,000 for the expenses of the 
Haytian Commission which is to discover how we can 
retire from the island. Mr. Hoover repeats that he 
is against having our Marines occupy any foreign 
country, a policy which would mark the end of that 
dollar diplomacy of which Haiti is the classic ex- 
ample. The President is convinced that after 15 
years’ trial this particular method of restoring or- 
der in so volatile & place as Haiti is a failure, and 
in that conviction he will be joined by every disin- 
terested onlooker. We intervened in Haiti in 1915, 
when chronic disorder, recurring revolutions and 
flagrant corruption had made the country an in-

. up an elaborate organization, which directs the ad- 
ministration of finance, public health, the constabu- 
lary, public works, agriculture and vocational edu- 
cation. While the spokesmen of our Government 
insist that Haiti is a sovereign nation, our American 
organization has in practice controlled very largely 
the entire government of the Negro Republic. 

That we have ever accomplished anything more 
than to prove ourselves stronger than the Haytians is 
to be very much doubted. A. C. Millspaugh, long 
connected with our State Department and - former‘ 
financial adviser to Haiti, very seriously doubts it. 
He expresses his doubts in Current History for 
February. We have not created stable conditions in 
Haiti, Mr. Millspaugh says. We have not materially 
increased literary, economic, social or political capac- 
ity. Nor have we made progress in winning the 
friendship of the people. Upon the other hand, the 
effect of our occupancy has been to abolish the elec- 
tive legislature of Haiti. That body has long ago 
been superseded by a council of state appointed by 
the Haytian President, exercising a joint dictatorship 
with the American High Commissioner. The real 
power behind this coalition is the American Marines. 
The Marines have run the elections, collected the 
customs, and guaranteed payment of interest and 
principal upon our increasing loans. It is as vicious 
a circle as man ever devised. Mr. Millspaugh sees no 
prospect that Haiti will be any more stable in 1936, 
when our treaty expires, than she was when we occu- 
pied the country. 

The whole enterprise is a mistake. It has greatly 
lessened the prestige of the United States in all Latin 
America. To first lend Haiti money at rates as high as 
18 per cent, and then safeguard the loan with armed 
forces, has aroused resentment both in Haiti and the 
United States. Unlike Nicaragua, where we have 
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sewing “runs” in her rayon hose. She is the daugh- 
ter of the market basket lady, and she has a vote.

This phenomenon excites curiosity and admiration 
at home as well as abroad. For example, the Spring- 
field Republican, after felicitating the executive on 
his budget message, suggests that Gov. Allen “explain 
in words of one syllable, for the benefit of those who 
cannot find their way through the mase of State 
finance, how all this has been and is being done.” 
Should the Governor act on that suggestion we con- 
fidently venture that his explanatory paper will be 
widely read and discussed. Such a paper, we feel 
sure, would be literally devoured in Missouri. Here, 
notwithstanding vaulting revenues that have leaped 
in a quarter of a century from $2,000,000 te $50,000,000, 
many of our public concerns are on limited rations, 
and a commission that has surveyed the situation can 
discern no way out other than a drastic increase of 
taxes. : 
In this connection a speech by Gov. Christiansen 
of Minnesota in St. Louis several years ago may be 
recalled. His subject was the extravagance and in- 
competence of state governments. His indictment 
was buttressed with figures recording the terrifying 
advance in state expenditures and concluded with 
a warning that unless efficiency and economy were 
introduced into the operation of public affairs the 
people would shelve the present system for some in- 
novation that promised better results. 

Massachusetts seemingly has solved the problem of 
governmental efficiency and economy. Shall we send 
Jefferson City to Boston for a course of instruction?

Cold weather records are 
still being broken, and abnormally warm 
spe re nothing new. 
“ee ‘aeth sak passed, with a mini- 
mum temperature of 15 degrees below 
zero, and an average of 28.4—over ats 
degrees below the normal—was waren 
more “old-fashioned” than qeneeny: 
1880, which holds the high temperature 
record with a mean 46.8 degrees. The 
warmest December, incidentally, was in 
1889; the mildest February in 1882. 

The highest temperature ever reached 
in November occurred in 1879, while the 
lowest was in 1929. In May of last year 
a temperature of 32 degrees was record- 
ed, equaling the previous low mark. 

Last year witnessed the heaviest snow- 
falls in both May and November since 
the Weather Bureau started keeping

1911-12; the second heaviest, 43.2 inches, 
in 1913-14.

Many authorities, considering 
Aimee McPherson, the movies, Hiram Johnson and 
earthquakes yclept fires, are inclined to regard Cali- 
fornia as a not unmixed ‘blessing. Much is to be said 
for the completion of the Panama Canal, but it lacks 
the color and romance of, say, Custer’s last fight or 
the gold rush of ’49. As to the Oregon boundary set- 
tlement, even the bright boys inthe class have a 
mere vague recollection that it had something to do 
with “Fifty-four forty or fight.” 

As to the great men who glorify our annals, they 
are to be treated pretty shabbily. Gutzon Borglum, 
the sculptor who will hew Mr. Coolidge’s history into 
the granite side of Mount Rushmore, doubts whether 
he will have space for George Washington’s name or 
Abraham Lincoln’s. Jefferson may be mentioned; if 
So, not as the author of the Bill of Rights but as the 
negotiator of the Louisiana Purchase. Benjamin 
Franklin, the Adamses, Andrew Jackson, Daniel Web- 
ster and Alexander Hamilton haven't a chance.\ A 
space has been reserved, however, for the signature 
of Mr. Coolidge.

F we who are charged with the respon- 
| sivititice of legislation are wise—really 

wise—we ought to be abie to find a way 
that will lead to a solution of the trouble- 
some tariff question on a permanent and 
nationally satisfactory basis. 

That is the opinion of one humble leg- 
isiator. And it is predicated on a number 
of factors which are a challenge to pro- 
phetic vision, but especially upon the tar- 
iff rapprochement the two major political 
parties reached in their platform declara- 
tions in 1928 and, in greater degree, upon 
the results of a nation-wide survey of edi- 
torial opinion which I have just made.

To Be “Eminently Revolutionary.” 


Restoration of conservative or 
even moderate men and systems, he 
declared, was impossible because 
the country was heart and soul in- 
tent on the radical work of restor- 
ing to the race its heritage, The 
revolution brought its own mor- 
als, ite own justice, its own poli- 
cies, in short, its own conception 
of life, he explained, promising 
that his government would be “em- 
inently revolutionary.” 


Pointing out that Mexico en- 
joys cordial relations with the out- 
side world and “particularly with 
the United States,” the new Presi- 
dent termed it an auspicious occa- 
sion for getting down to the solid 
work of reconstruction. In this he 
asked for the help of all Mexicans, 
at home and abroad, co-operating 
with whatever means were within 
their power toward the progress 
and prosperity of the nation.

KENTUCKY TOBACCO PLANT 
BURNS WITH $250,000 LOSS 


700,000 Pounds of Tobacco in 
Structure: Set on Fire by 
Smoke Stack.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Feb. 5.~Fire 
that started from an, overheated 
smoke stack last night swept the 
re-drying plant of the Southwest- 
ern Tobacco Co., a subsidiary of 
the Universal Leaf Tobacco Co., 
with a loss estimated at. $250,000. 

The blaze, discovered by work- 
men, was blown by a high wind 
to the roof of an adjoining ware- 
house, increasing the damage: from 
water. 

Of the 700,000 pounds, of tobac- 
co stored in the plant, 300,000 
pounds were owned by the Liggett- 
Meyers Tobacco Co. Officials of 
the Southwest-rn, and Ligzgett- 
Meyers companies refused to esti- 
mate the damage but declared it 
was covered by insurance. 

In addition to owning several 
warehouses and the re-dryer here, 
the Universal Leaf Tobacco Co. op- 
erates warehouses at Maysville, 
Shelbyville, Owensboro and Hop- 
kinsville.

German Describes Bombing of 
British Water Line in the . 
Levant. ’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 5:.—An air« 
plane that landed and dynamited. 
its objective instead of bothering 
with a hit-or-miss bomb offensive, 
crippled the operation of the en- 
tire British army in the Lévant 
during the World War, members 
of the Adveftising Men’s Post No. 
209, American Legion, were toid 
Monday by a spokesman for their 
luncheon guest of honor, Capt. 
Franzcarl Schleiff, one-armed Ger- 
man war ace. Because of his im- 
perfect English, his story was toid 
through a spokesman. 

Schieiff, at the age of 17, went .to 
the Russian front in 1914 as a 
Lieutenant of cavairy, the spokes- 
man said, and saw long service in 
Tannenburg under Hindenburg be- 
fore a leg wound won him a fur- 
lough in Berlin. There he became 
an aviator and was one of the first 
German flyers, serving in Austria 
against the Russians in 1915 and 
against the British in the Levant 
the following year. 

While stationed at Gaza, Schleiff 
and his observer, Baum, upon their 
own suggestion to the German high 
command, flew 100 miles into the 
enemy territory, landed and dy- 
namited a 300-mile water line and 
railroad from the Nile to the Brit- 
ish base of operations at Bir Riffa. 
So heavily did the British depend 
on this line and railroad spur that 
its destruction caused their offen- 
sive to collapse and necessitated 
suspension of the operations, which 
le@ ultimately .to the fall of Jeru- 
salem. 

This feat won Sculeiff a transfer 
to the Western front where, at 21, 
he. was placed in command of a 
squadron of 32 German planes. 
From January, 1918, until the Ger- 
man offensive in March of that 
year he brought down 18 English 
planes before the British downed 
him. He lost his left hand in the 
battle. 

Schieiff is “in the United Statrcs 


to demonstrate his revolutionary | 


principle for neutralizing momen- 
tum in moving™bodies, a principle 
said to be applicable as a safety 
device to automobiles, airplanes. 
trolley cars, trains and water craft. 
As embodied in a motor car shock 
absorber, Schleiff has demonstrated 
his principle in Europe by driving 


a car into immovable objects up- 


to speeds exceeding 35 miles an 
hour without damage to the car 
or injury to himself.

Stitching Metallics 


HE warp thread in metallics is 

usually quite pronounced, the 

fabric raveling easily when 
cut on the cross or bias. Where 
the warp thread is heavier than 
the woof, lay the seams Over pa- 
per while stitching. This prevents 
their pulling or slipping. 

In making a curved seam in me-
